ty supervising the health program, 
drew criticism at the local doctors' 


.jj meeting Thursday night. 


Hcmpstead, 
under 
the 
plan, 


would be asked to contribute its 
pro-rnta share of the physician 
"supervisor's" salary, costing pcr- 
Jiaps $1,000 a year of local tax 
money. 


But Hempstcad already has a 


county physician, a county health 
nurse, and an assistant. 


The average citizen will wonder 


it 
the 
existing county 
service 


shouldn't be 
reinforced, 
before 


'$ wandering off into an experiment 


with multi-county health groups. 


If $1,000 more is to be spent in 


the name ot public medicine let's 
spend in on the firing line—not in 
supervisory "headquarters" miles 
away. 


There is great pressure nowa- 


days for employment in nice, su- 
pervisory jobs — with someone 
else doing the work. It's a vicious 
trend, one that in the public in- 
tcrcst should be cut off close to 
* the neck. 


I -epresenl middle-ground think- 


ing on medical matters, neither 
Supporting the doctors' position in 
its entirety, nor socialized medi- 
cine. But this "supervisory" pro- 
posal is a political force—a cynical 
plan to take the public's money 
and give absolutely nothing in re- 
turn.

Mines Sink Five 


' American Ships 


Washington, Nov. 
3 (/!>) 
Five 


U. S. ships have been sunk and 
20 damaged by enemy mines, gun- 
fire or bombs during the Korean 
campaign, the navy said yesterday. 


The casualties 
reported 
from 


these ac.ions included 102 killed, 
31 missing in action and 282 wound- 
ed. 


Four o£ the ships sunk were mine 


sweepers, , the fifth an army tug. 
All sank after hitting enemy mines 
Communist gunfire accounted for 
damage to 24 ships, including the 
Cruisers Helena and St. Paul. The 
Cruiser Rochester suffered 
^ery 


slight damage from a near miss 
by an aerial bomb during the In- 
chon landing, the report said. 


Damage to the Helena, hit in two 


separate actions was described as 
slight and superficial, respective- 
ly. 


The total of 34 vessels sunk and 


damaged is more than twice as 
many as previously reported 
by 


the navy here. A spokesman said 
yesterday's 
announcement 
was 


made after a request was sent to 
the Far East command for a com- 
plete roundup of navy losses in 
the campaign.

Troops Can 
Survive 
Atomic Blast 


Las Vegas, Nov. 3 (UP) — Tho 


world's 
first 
atomic 
maneuver 


showed conclusively to d a y 
thil 


troops in protected positions coulc 
survive a 
medium-sized 
atomic 


blast within 1,200 yards of the det- 
onation. 


Informed 
sources 
said 
sheep 


were tethered in 
such positions 


last Thursday when a B-29 dropped 
a medium-sized A-bomb which ex- 
ploded 1,200 feet above them. 


After the explosion, the sources 


said, the sheep were dazed for a 
time, but they recovered from the 
initial Shockwaves with no appar- 
ent ill effects. 


However, four dogs left in the 


open were killed. 


The sources said lhe tests indl 


catcd that soldiers protected 
by 


shelters of some type where they 
would escape the tremendous shock 
and surface radiation could survive 
the blast within 
a 
distance of 


about three-quarters of a mile or 
less. 


The test also showed that troops 


would be able to launch an attack 
after the blast. 


It was learned that 90 per cent 


of the regular weapons that were 
placed in simulated combat po- 
sitions within 1,000 to 1,500 yards 
of the air burst could have been 
fired immediately after the detona- 
tion and would have been fully ef- 
fective. 


A few medium tanks in the area 


could have 
been 
operated. One 


tank was 
reported 
moved 
two 


inches by the blast, but was not 
damaged. Jeeps and other vehicles 
were in usable condition. The only 
damage to them was broken glass. 


Two factors were indicated that 


would temporarily reduce the ef- 
fectiveness of a soldier. Unless he 
turned away from the blast or wore 
dark glasses, he would be tempo- 
rarily blinded by the brilliant flash. 


The second factor 
encountered 


was the shock wave. Without full 
protection from the blast wave he 
would possibly be knocked 
down 


with force enough to be injured. 


Of the 4,500 troops present for 


the test, 1,500 actually took part 
and 3,000 military personnel 
from 


over the nation observed the blast. 
They sat on the ground, backs to 
the detonation, and were required 
to wait three seconds before they 
turned around to look at the fire 
ball. 


Despite the fact they were seven 


miles away, they had to brace 
themselves on their elbows to keep 
from being knocked to the ground.
